LEAGUE MEETINGS TORONTO 


The meetings the Child Welfare League were 
better attended Toronto than any previous Na- 
tional Conference. Interest the general membership 
the Conference some the programs more than 
filled the meeting place, that number were turned 
away. 

The greatest number came the afternoon meeting 
“The Unplaceable Child,” and there was much dis- 
cussion the cases illustrative children often called 

The annual luncheon was attended 145 persons, 
most whom remained for the business meeting im- 
mediately following. The Director’s annual report 
will published and circulated. 

Immediately following the Director’s report Mr. 
Thurston, the President, introduced Mr. George 
Withers, Chairman the National Children’s Welfare 
Committee the American Legion, who spent several 
days Toronto, attending the meetings the Chil- 
dren’s Division and making the acquaintance mem- 
bers the Conference. have noted developments 
the Legion’s program the BULLETIN, and our mem- 
bers welcomed Mr. Withers the annual meeting. 

his address Mr. Withers brought out two main 
points—that their program for children grew logically 


out their program and work for men need re- 


habilitation, whose families small children were often 
left very difficult straits. The Legion having 
definite self-consciousness, decided assist these chil- 
dren part its work for comrade veterans, and the 
Legion committee expects secure its best results 
co-operating with children’s agencies; Mr. Withers 
put it, Legion does not expect make black- 
smiths into social 

Mr. Withers emphasized that the average Legion 
member knows more about the Legion program for 
children than the average citizen the street knows 
about child welfare programs general, and that there- 
fore certain amount patience must exercised and 
help given while and his Committee are educating 
their own constituency. also expressed consider- 
able appreciation the assistance had had from the 
League and its membership. 

Mr. Edwin Solenberger presented the report the 
Committee Group Movements, showing that this 
Committee, through its Secretary, Mr. Areson, had been 
very close contact with the American Legion through- 
out the entire year and had participated number 
community-wide studies. The progress reaching 
fraternal order groups still slow, but co-operation has 
been promised the Masons, and good contact estab- 
lished with one two other orders. 

Miss Atkinson reported for the newly formed De- 
partment Institutional Care about thirty institu- 
tional visits and studies and participation three- 
day institute for institutional workers. She also pointed 
out that poor work agencies one the most 
common causes indiscriminate institution building.

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STUDY RESULTS HOME PLACEMENT 


The results the New York State Charities Aid 
Association study its own placements from 1898-1922 
are now available, and review this study 
found the July Graphic number the Survey, 
article entitled “Children Who Had Second 
Chance.” 

the 910 children included who were eighteen years 
older January 1922,and who had been under the 
tutelage the Association for least year, 217 were 
foundlings, and hence family history available; 
were full orphans, 290 were half-orphans, 108 were 
children deserted fathers, and deserted mothers. 

rating the children the basis the predominant 
family background 149 had eliminated because the 
records were too meager warrant such classification. 
the rating was follows: had good 
start, far the health, mentality and moral 
character the parents were known; for the family 
background was good one side and bad the other, 
and for 435, percent, the record was unfavorable. 
Two-thirds the children had spent five years more 
with their parents; only one seven had spent less 
than two years home. 

analyzing the kind homes that were found 
percent were considered percent were 
rated and the rest rating the 
kind care given, two-thirds had average care, per- 
cent excellent care, and percent poor care. The 
results have been expressed rating each “child” 
this treatment analyzed the article, but cannot 
stated this brief summary. The “capable” numbered 
615, the 182, and 113 are given “un- 
known.” the 910 children were known 
have had good family background, yet 615 them, 
young adults, are making good the communities into 
which chance has cast them.” 

The correlation the capability the children and 
the kind foster homes, well the family back- 
ground from which they came, are printed the article. 
These are most surprising their failure substantiate 
children’s workers’ their development 
the important factor was not good background, which 
only handful could claim, but understanding rela- 
tionship the foster home. The children who were 
known have notoriously immoral parents showed 
higher degree immorality than the others; even the 
children mentally deficient parents showed amaz- 
ing closeness the records the others their ability 
make social adjustments, though their ability take 
formal education was clearly less. 


were potentialities within these people which 
revealed themselves only under certain conditions,’ the 


framers the survey conclude. ‘We would certainly 
not say that anything could made any child— 
that favorable environment could produce any kind 
development desired, but rather that our study leads 
believe that there are tremendous latent powers 
within individual awaiting development, and that 
under favorable conditions these powers may de- 
veloped and directed toward accomplishment. 

are under the impression that the primary con- 
dition successful development lies the kind re- 
lationship which grows between the child and his 
foster parents. Undoubtedly the child’s adjustment 
his foster family governs significant degree his 
adjustment society, and his adjustment his foster 
family has less with their standards comfort and 
their place the community than with their human 
qualities and their understanding.” —C. 


PENNSYLVANIA SUMMER INSTITUTE 


The institutions the State Pennsylvania are try- 
ing find the answers some the questions which 
are perennial children’s homes the country over. 
The second group conference called the State De- 
partment Public Welfare for the purpose discussing 
the whys and wherefores institutional management 
was held Thornhill School, Warrendale, June 17-19. 
The delegates attending represented child-caring 
institutions and agencies and 3500 dependent and de- 
linquent children. 

The persons attendance fell into two groups—the 
lucky and the unlucky. The lucky ones were those that 
stayed Thornhill instead commuting and from 
Pittsburgh, and who thus had opportunity learn, 
first hand, that school for boys may most 
delightful sort place instead poorly disguised jail. 

Two cottages and the administration building were 
used for the guests, and the commuters, well the 
house guests, were served luncheon each day nominal 
cost. 

The usual staples for program menus, such pre- 
ventive medical service, mental hygiene, nutrition, rec- 
reation, admission and discharge, teaching children 
govern themselves, etc., were made palatable means 
the new and attractive ways which they were 
served. 

For instance, learned that children should have 
the sort moral training which will not result having 
them “regard Christianity only fire escape”; and 
that the only music group delinquent girls can 
appreciate ““Yes, Have Bananas,” then the 
thing meet them this banana plane and 
Pied Piper sort fashion lead them higher levels.

lected this board. The latter come from the con- 
tributors five dollars more per year the organ- 
ization community chest. These two classes 
membership are those that have voting power and 
actual conduct the affairs the Society. 

another city this problem was attacked Com- 
mittee Five from the Board the Society, charged 
with drawing list two three hundred repre- 
sentative names for membership. this list names 
were representatives all the Society’s committees, 
well the various clubs, schools, stores, public 
bodies and associations the city. They were also 
approached, either personally telephone, with 
request for their interest. These persons are asked 
ballot names proposed Nominating Committee 
for election the Board.

recent editorial New York daily reports what 
calls the usual summer epidemic typhoid under the 
caption typhoid.”

COMMUNITY PLANS ITS CASE WORK 


not few cities children’s agencies, courts, family 
welfare agencies, and others are puzzled cases that 
not fall clearly within any one particular field. The 
Community Council St. Louis brought together 
representatives the Children’s Aid Society, the St. 
Louis Provident Association family welfare agency), 
the Board Children’s Guardians and the Juvenile 
Court outline principles procedure St. Louis for 
such children’s cases, involving families and children 
but more than ordinarily complicated. This meeting 
laid down that where there seems possibility 
adjustment not more than six months the problem 
will referred the Children’s Aid Society.

Aid Society. Conditions which hold good for one child 
shall hold good for the other children, and one child 
need out whole family cannot considered 
purely dependency problem when other children are 
not considered.

CHILD WELFARE NEWS 

Statistics the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany for its 15,000,000 industrial policy holders show 
encouraging drop the mortality rates diseases 
the puerperal state for white policy holders. The 
rate for the first quarter 1924 (17.3 per 100,000) 
lower than has been recorded for many years. The 
rate for colored women, however, rose sharply during 
these months compared with the corresponding 
quarter 1923. 

The Government Bombay has published its plans 
for the care and protection children and young per- 
sons and the punishment juvenile offenders the 
form bill introduced the Bombay Legisla- 
tive Council. The most important provision would 
create separate courts for children’s cases. Another 
section would provide for the punishment guardians 
and relatives who mistreat children contribute 
their delinquency; they are not accountable under the 
present law. would also abolish hanging and trans- 
portation punishment for youthful offenders; estab- 
lish industrial schools teaching trades offenders under 
16; introduce system probation; and prevent the 
sending prison any children except those adjudged 
the court too unruly benefit admission 
reformatory school. 


According the Annual Report the Chicago In- 
fant Welfare Society for the year 1923 the death rate 
among the 11,005 babies cared for the Society was 
only one-fourth the general infant mortality rate 
throughout the country. reviewing the causes 
death was found that almost one-half the total num- 
ber deaths among the babies cared for were caused 


respiratory infections, the deaths from these causes 
being double the number from gastro-intestinal diseases. 
appears, therefore, that large proportion the 
mortality for infants dependent upon conditions 
which must remedied general health measures 
carried out health departments. 


NEWS FROM OUR MEMBERS 

The Colorado Children’s Aid Society reports that 
the State Board Health has made the following reg- 
ulations for maternity homes: that every case 
unmarried mother must reported the State Board 
Health within three days after admission; that every 
such child born the homes must nursed the 
mother during residence and longer provision can 
made; that the Colorado Children’s Aid Society 
investigate every maternity home case, this done 
before disposition the child made. 

Representatives the Children’s Protective Society 
Minneapolis, along with the Juvenile Court and the 
Attendance Department the Public School, have 
formed Case Committee connection with the Child 
Guidance Clinic the National Committee for Mental 
Hygiene the University Minnesota. The Com- 
mittee meets weekly discuss cases that might come 
the Clinic, thus securing the benefit combined 
judgment cases each organization submits. Each 
case presented the Committee the worker 
handling it. After question and discussion deci- 
anticipated that this Committee will continue 
function with the permanent Clinic which begins opera- 
tion September, since has already proved interest- 
ing and practical. 

The Thomasville Baptist Orphanage, Thomasville, 
C., learns from experiments. Thirty-eight years ago 
adopted the unit cottage system. Twenty years ago 
central dining room was established being more 
economical. Now the social results are seen better 
the unit system, the central dining room 
abandoned and the cottages made over once more 
complete home units. 

have mentioned their experiment aiding moth- 
ers keep their children out the Orphanage. Dr. 
Kesler reports very encouraging year this branch 
the work. About 300 children are being aided 
stay with mothers. The by-products this work 
are good, the field worker who supervises these 
mothers makes more careful investigation children 
who may come the institution. Dr. Kesler says: 
have come the conclusion that even where you 
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receive children into orphanage each case should 
approached and handled very much would case 
work when there thought placing institu- 
tion.” Bad cotton mill conditions have brought the 
Orphanage more applications the last two months 
than ever before its history. These conditions have 
affected many districts the South. 


The Welfare Association for Jewish Children, sup- 
ported the Cleveland Community Fund, has been 
provided with additional resources generous con- 
tributor who established small fund from which wards 
the Association receive music and dancing lessons, 
theatre parties, concerts, and other cultural advantages. 
Much commendation expressed responsible offi- 
cials for thus rounding out the experience children 
who otherwise might not have these privileges.
